THE PRICH OF WHEAT 


With the cost of manufactured 
goods and most commodities rising 
steadily the price of wheat is at a 
ridiciously low figure. On the basis 
of 70 cents a bushel for One Northern 
at the terminal, the average selling 
price to farmers at local shipping 
points in Alberta, after averaging 
grades, will be around 50 cents a bush- 
el. Even with a big crop such a price 
is profitless. Alberta’s wheat crop 
this year is less than half of last year’s 
outturn, which makes the price situa- 
tion even more acute. 


The Wheat Pools of Western Cana- 
da are endeavoring to induce the 
federal government to increase the 
price of wheat to a dollar a bushel. 


In the United States, wheat farmers 
are obtaining approximately $1.16 a 
bushel through a guaranteed mini- 
mum price and special bonuses. ‘That 
figure is considered on a parity with 
other prices. 


In Western Canada, farmers have 
higher costs than in the United States 
and $1 25a bushel could be considered 
as a parity price. The figure of $1.00 
a bushel is not at all unreasonable.

Using Soil Scientists 

Some time ago, in this column, I 
suggested that the necessity of re- 
ducing wheat production provided an 
opportunity to encourage the adop- 
tion of soil conserving practices. This 
opportunity was missed largely be- 
cause we allowed the bulk of our 
grass and clover seed to be exported. 

What about 1942? Perhaps we may 
be able to forget all about acreage 
reduction; but, if not, surely an effort 
should be made to see that the reduc- 
tion is made in the interests of better 
farming. In northern wooded areas, 
yield and quality of wheat can be 
increased by the use of legumes plus 
artificial fertilizers. Grass could be 
used in the rotation with advantage 
to the wheat grower in many parts of 
the plains. 

These problems differ greatly from 
one soil zone to another, In outlining 
an agricultural policy for 1942, all 
available technical information 
should be used. These ideas were 
embodied in a resolution introduced 
to the regional meeting of the 
Canadian Society of Technical Agri- 
culturists at Brandon, by the Agri- 
cultural Director of The North-West 
Line » Elevators Association, and 
seconded by the President of the 
Manitoba Wheat Pool. It is certain 
that soil scientists, agronomists (a 
polite name for field husbandmen) 
and economists could offer much 
helpful advice, and so, also could 
many farmers. The resolution called 
for the appointment of a committee 
of such persons with special training, 
and this can surely be endorsed by all 
of us. 

Farmers who have not previously 
sown grass or clover seed should con- 
sult the nearest experimental farm or 
district agriculturist. 

Ne can grow more wheat and 
better wheat on fewer acres, if we 
follow the examples of our best 
farmers. 


Experimental Farms 

When land was new and wheat 
comparatively high in price, the 
practical farmer paid little attention 
to the scientific agriculture of the so- 
called white collar farmer. Now that 
we are being overrun by weeds, our 
soils suffering from erosion and 
wheat is in the doldrums, the import- 
ance of greater efficiency and regard 
for permanent fertility is accepted. 

If all the knowledge accumulated 
at experimental farms could be ap- 
plied to the farming industry, farmers 
would be much more prosperous and 
farms in much better condition to 
hand over to the next generation. 

New and improved varieties are ac- 
cepted readily. The wheat stem rust 
problem was solved almost over- 
night, not merely through the de- 
velopment of rust-resistant varieties, 
but because farmers accepted them. 

Weed, soil drifting and water ero- 
sion problems could be solved in a 
similar manner if full use were made 
of information available at experi- 
mental farms and stations. The gap 
between agricultural knowledge and 
agricultural practice is far too great. 
Much is being done to reduce this 
gap by agricultural representatives 
and extension workers, but real prog- 
ress depends upon the interest of the 
farmer himself. 

Harvest will be upon us in a month, 
Before then, wise men and women 
will organize picnic groups for a day 
at the nearest experimental farm, 
and will not miss the regularly 
organized field days, Group visits 
provide for exchange of ideas and 
economize the time of experimental 
farm staffs,

Poliomyelitis is transmitted by con- 
tact, the infectious agent being 
present in the discharges from the 
nose and throat and in some cases in 
the discharges from the intestinal 
tract. 


The name “Infantile Paralysis” is a 
misnomer. A large number of cases 
of the disease are being reported 
which are abortive in type. Such 
cases recover in a few days without 
any paralysis of any kind. Many of 
these cases resemble ordinary grippe 
and some have been diagnosed as 
intestinal influenza. These are most 
dangerous cases in so far as the spread 
of infection is concerned. It is there- 
fore a matter of vital importance that 
all.such mild abortive cases should be 
seen by a physician at the onset, and 
isolated at once.

The most effective means of pre- 
venting the spread of Infantile 
Paralysis is to keep children entirely 
by themselves, within their own yard. 

Children giving evidence of- any 
sickness of any kind or any departure 
from normal health should be put to 
bed at once and medical advice 
promptly obtained. Keep all such 
cases in bed until the attending 
physician considers it safe for them to 
get up. 

All patients suffering from the 
disease are required to be quarantined 
for a period of three weeks from the 
onset. The period of quarantine for 
contacts with cases is two weeks. 
The head of the household may be 
permitted to live outside the premises 
quarantined providing his contact 
with the patient has not been inti- 
mate and his occupation does not 
bring him into contact with children, 
and providing, further, that he is not 
engaged in the handling of foodstuffs,
